“ The new spapers are m aking an 
honest effort to get the public se n ­ 
tim en t,’’ F arw ell told 
the 
United 
Press in an interview today, 
“ but 
the fact rem ains th a t most of the 
answ ers are com ing from e n th u sia s­ 
tic wets, who fall to recognize that 
prohibition is here to stay .” 
Farw ell declared th a t had a sim i­ 
lar poll been taken w hile th e coun­ 
try still had the saloons, th e drys 
would have won a com m anding vic­ 
tory. 
The w ets at th a t tim e would 
have scoffed at th e Idea 
th e 
drys 
could put 
through th e ' prohibition 
measure. 
The wets would not have 
voted then, just as the drys are fail­ 
ing to vote now, he said. 
“ The youngsters, who really do 
not know th e Issues involved In this 
fight, are tu rn in g in m any of th e 
votes in favor of modification,” F a r ­ 
well said. 
“ T hey have grow n up 
since the saloon evil was wiped out,

Mr. Living­ 
ston’s letter starts out with the question: “Wherein lies the4 g re a t­ 
est profit? 
Diversification or specialization in farm ing?” 
“The advocates of diversified farm ing point their fingers a1 
the farm ers of the Dakotas who for years specialized in wheat 
and say, ‘I told you so, see where they are now, stony broke.’ 
“The advocates for specialized farming on the other hand 
point with pride to the $200 and $300 per acre land and fine farm 
homes in Iowa, Illinois and Kansas and say ‘corn and hogs.’ 
I 
told you so, and that is that. 
“But what of farm ing in Crow Wing county? 
Intensive 
specialization will undoubtedly produce greater and better results 
than wide diversification ii properly managed. 
No m atter what 
line you follow, if it be poultry, dairy or grain, give your undivided 
attention to that line of work and to that only. 
“Not having any liking myself for the dairy business, I de­ 
voted myself to the raising of small grain, following a carefully 
studied and worked out system of farming, consisting of a cer­ 
tain rotation of crops on analyzed soil and by plowing under 
every third year ol a crop of clover, and by summer fallowing 
whenever possible. 
“A rotation of wheat, oats, rye, clover, then wheat, etc., 
farm ing these in 50 acre tracts having thereby each year 150 
acres in grain and 50 acres in clover and by this method have not 
onl> made a success of small grain fanning, but today my land 
is pr oducing more bushels ot grain per acre than ever before.

TIGER FLOWERS A PATIENT FIGHTER

Among his predecessors there may have been greater middleweight cham­ 
pions than Tiger Flowers but certainly there were none with more patience 
and perseverance. 
* 
Flowers plodded along a hard road for eight years and had reverses that 
would have discouraged or stopped a greater fighter than. he ever has been. 
After seven years of painful labor through the minor leagues where re­ 
cognition was scant, competition hard aud pay poor, the new champion finally 
got into the big money last year only to meet his worst trial. 
In his first real big fight he was knocked out by Jack Delaney, the 
Bridgeport sharp-shooter and it looked like he was billed back tor th® small 
time which he had just escaped. 
Ills manager raised a howl that Delaney had his glove loaded with an 
iron bolt and demanded a return bout. 
The boxing commission investigated 
fhe complaint and cleared Delaney with a suggestion that they should meet 
again. 
Tex Rickard made the match and Flowers was knocked out again. There 
was no complaint then and Flowers had to go back to the tank towns to 
build himself up. 
Rickard later gave him another chance and matched him with Mike Mc- 
Tigue, the former world's light heavyweight champion, and Flowers lost the 
wierdest decision that ever was given on any bout. 
Flowers licked McTigue 
all the way only to be told by two amateur judges that he had loat. 
Flowers lost no prestige and tho commission smoothed it over by sug­ 
gesting that a match be made with Greb for the middleweight title and Greb 
accepted. 
After all the bad breaks, Flowers finally ran into a little luck and won 
the championship. 
There was no violent criticism of the decision that 
changed the title holder but there were some who thought that Flowers 
didn’t have enough to spare to take a title away from a champion. 
Greb not only dropped out of the championship class but he started slip­ 
ping from the ranks of the first class fighters. He bas no one but himself to 
blame as he never has taken care of himself and he was made to realize too 
late that Broadway and night life will ruin any athlete. 
Flowers may not hold the title very long although the division is not 
overladen with first class contenders. 
Dave Shade, graduate from the welterweight class, is probably the out­ 
standing contender in the class and the best prospect to succeed the first 
negro champion that ever beld the title.

The plan calls for erection of a dam 
in each of the two rivers that would 
serve to turn the waters southward 
through the southern side

thence through the Nipigonon river 
to Lake Superior.
